Acknowledgment is made of the receipt of the response filed on 5/15/03. Claims 1-18 
are currently pending. 



1 . Claims 1 - 1 8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
which was considered by the examiner, either alone or in combination therefore, lacks the 
teaching of a data transaction card and method of manufacturing the card thereof wherein a chip 
carrier module of the card includes a substrate having a coil antenna formed therein around an 
integrated circuit mounted on the substrate and connected via the substrate to the coil antenna. 
The examiner notes that Fries (US 6,375,083) and Puschner (DE 19701 167) do read upon at least 
the independent claims 1 and 18, however the instant application claims priority to a date which 
is earlier than the considered dates of both the aforementioned references. Also, the examiner 
notes that Hirai (US 6,160,526) teaches an IC module having a loop antenna therein, however, 
Hirai's considered date too is later than the priority date of the instant application.
